These appropriations, dis- 
tributed with such a lavish hand and 
show of generosity, will require the 
Governor's action.

-~ 1,912 Measures Introduced 
In'all, 1,272 measures were intro- 


dujced in the House of Representa- 
tives and 640 in the Senate but the 
bulk of these never reached the dig- 
nity-of final passage by one or the 
other branches and half of them were 
killed in committee. 


Of the bills introduced, nineteen 
were calculated 
to increase the 
State's revenues. These included pro- 
posals to tax express companies, stock 
transfers and ga's manufacturing cor- 
porations. It Is estimated that these" 
bills, "if only six of the more import- 
ant had been passed, would have 
added $10,000,000. at'least to the 
State's yearly receipts. 


There were-twenty-seven bills of- 
fered to change?'the tax laws in vari- 
oii& ways but-only a few minor ones 
were permitted to go through both 
houses. 
In contrast to these measures, 109 
salary-raisers, including the one to 
give $347,000 a year more to the 
judges of the various courts, were in- 
troduced. 
These "were received with 
favor by the bosses and their legisla- 
tive agents and many of them were 
approved, including the Judges' sal- 
ary-raiser. 
In addition', there were twenty- 


four propositions to delegate the Leg- 
islature's functions to commissions. 
These involved appropriations aggre- 
gating more than $400,000. 
Less 
than a dozen commissions were ap- 
proved-. 


There were'seven pension bills in- 
troduced. 
The only one passed by 
the House provided for an appropria- 
tion of $1,700,000 to be paid in pen- 
sions of $6 a month to all Pennsyl- 
vania veterans not having an income 
in excess of $500 a year. This bill 
was smothered in the Senate Com- 
mittee, 


Forty bills had for their object the 
licensing of various things, including 
barbers, milk dealers, rag pickers 
and gypsies. 
Twenty-six bills dealt 
with proposed changes in the fish and 
game laws-

Samuel Falkner 


Saturday morning, April 3, anoth- 
er sudden death occurred in our 
town,, the victim being Samuel Z. 
Falkner, who was well-known not 
only in the Cove, but in much of Bed- 
ford, Blair and Huntingdon Counties. 
Mr. Falkner, as usual, was about his 
duties as mail carrier the morning on 
which he died. He took his team to 
the shop to get some slight repairing 
done-to his wagon, then got the mail 
at the postofflce and started on his 
route.

Upon the Insistence of Governor 
Stuart, a $3,000,000 appropriation 
was obtained for the care of the indi- 
gent insane of Pennsylvania, and in 
the allotment of money to the State 
Health Department $2,000,000 -was 
obtained for continuing an aggressive 
campaign to rid the State of tubercu- 
losis. It was designed by the bosses 
to slash this allowance to $3U 00.0,, 000,, 
but the larger appropriation was 
forced upon the controlling powers. 


One of the most interesting pieces 


of legislation considered was the new 
school code. As originally presented 
this code was drafted by a commis- 
sion consisting of prominent educa- 
tors who, for two years, worked upon 
it. 
In many ways, this code was 
radical, and it invited the opposition 
of country members. 
In other ways 


the code was objectionable to the 
bosses and this presented the only 
serious difficulty. 


Thereupon, the bosses proceeded 
to make the changes and. in confer- 
ences held in United States Senator 
Penrose's office, the measure was 
amended to give control of Philadel- 
phia's and Pittsburgh schools to the 
political bosses of the two cities. In 
this, the' House and Senate were 
forced to concur, country members 
being threatened that if they did not 
"go along" upon the school code and 
other boss-favored bills their own 
bills would be killed.

Road Legislation 


With farmers, grangers and other 
interests of the country insistent up- 
on having a little legislation at least 
that would benefit communities out- 
side of the two seats of govern- 
ment—Philadelphia and Pittsburg— 
the bosses were forced to yield $1,- 
000,000 for the improvement of the 
dirt roads of the other sixty-five 
counties. 


For the Stuart highway from Phil- 


adelphia to the Ohio State line, $3,- 
000,000 was appropriated. Passage 
of this bill was accomplished only af- 
ter the bosses had Indulged in a dis- 
play of their power. 
In the Senate 


the measure was amended to provide 
a commission of three $8,000 mem- 
bers and it was only with the hope 
that Governor Stuart might be in- 
duced to sign the judges' salary 
booster and other favored measures 
that the bill was restored to its origi- 
nal iorm.

A solemn hush fell over the crowd 


ed court room; not a whisper wa: 
heard anywhere, and the situation 
had become painfully 
oppressive 


when the prisoner was seen to move 
bis head was raised, his hands were 
Clenched and the blood rushed into 
his pale, care-worn face; his teeth 
were firmly set, and into his haggard 
eyes came a flash of light. Suddenly 
he rose to his feet, and, in a firm 
low voice said: 


"I have, your honor; you have 


asked me a question, and I ask, ab 
the last favor on earth, that you will 
.not interrupt my answer until I am 
through. 
I stand here before this 


bar convicted of the wilful murder of 
my wife. 
Truthful witnesses have 


testified to the fact that I was a 
loafer, a drunkard and a wretch; 
that I returned from a long debauch 
and fired the fatal shot that killed 
the wife I had sworn to love, cherish 
and protect. 
While I have no re- 


membrance of committing the fear- 
ful, cowardly and inhuman deed, J 
have no right to complain, or con- 
demn the verdict of the twelve good 
men who have acted as jurors in this 
case, for their verdict is in accord- 
ance with the evidence. But, may it 
please the court, I wish to show- that 
I am not alone responsible for the 
murder" of my wife." 


This startling statement created a 


tremendous sensation. 


"I repeat, your honor, that I am 


not the only one guilty of the murder 
of my wife. The judge on his bench, 
the jury in the box, the lawyers, and 
pastor of the church are also guilty 
before Almighty God, and will have 
to appear with me before His judg- 
ment throne where we all shall be 
righteously judged. 


"If twenty men conspire to the 


murder of one person, the law power 
of this land will arrest the twenty 
and each will be tried and convicted 
for the whole crime. 
I have been 


made a drunkard by law. If it had 
not been for the legalised saloons of 
my town 1 never would have become 
a drunkard; my wife would not have 
been murdered; and I would not be 
here now, ready to be hurled into 
eternity. 
Had it not been for the 


human traps set out by the consent 
of the government I would have been 
a sober man, a tender father and a 
loving husband. But today my home 
is destroyed, my wife murdered, my 
little children—God bless and care 
for them—cast on the mercy of a 
cold arid cruel world, while I am to 
be murdered by the strong arm of 
the state. God knows I tried to re 
form, but as long as the open saloon 
was in my pathway my weak, dis- 
eased will power was no match 
against the fearful, consuming, agon- 
izing appetite for liquor.

year my wife and children were su- 
premely happy, and our little home 
was a perfect paradise. I was one of 
those who signed a remonstrance 
against reopening the saloons in our 
town. 
The names of one-half the 


jury can be found today on the peti- 
tion certifying to the good characters 
of the rumsellers, and also falsely 
stating that the sale of liquor was 
necessary in our town. 


"The prosecuting attorney in this 


case was the one who so eloquently 
pleaded with this court for the 
licenses, and the judge who sits on 
this bench and who asks me if I had 
anything to say before sentence of 
death was passed upon me granted 
the license. 
I began my downward 


career at the saloon bar—legalized 
and protected by the votes of this 
commonwealth—which has received 
annually a part of the blood money 
from the poor, deluded victims. 


"After the state had made me a 


drunkard and a murderer, I am taken 
before another bar—the bar of jus- 
lice (?) by the same power of law

At Hewitt 
there are the largest talcum mines in 
the U. S. They grind the rock into a 
powder as fine and smooth as flour, 
and the number of ladies that buy 
this and whiten their faces with it 
are millions. Just across the state 
line from Miirphy^ we have Copper 
Hill, Tenn. 'Tis here the rich copper 
mines are. These have been running 
ten or more years. 
They employ

Here they make large quantities of 
sulphuric acid. The hills are all un- 
derlaid with very rich copper ore. 
The soil is poor and one sees men 
and women out on the hillsides plow- 
ing with a mule or an ox.

F. MARION CRAWFORD 


Author -of- Beautiful -Italian Talcs

Passes _ Away., . 


"Francis Marion Crawford, famous 


novelist, died on Friday, April 9, at 
his home in Sorrento, Italy, after an 
illness of several weeks. He was edu- 
c^ted in- the United States, Italy, 
England and Germany. In the United 
States he attended St. Paul's,'Con- 
cijrd, NrH. 


'_ His first work after graduation was 


in India, where at Allahabad, for two 
years he edited the, 'llndfan Herald." 
Since 1833 Mr.r^Gfaiwford had lived 
al,the Villa CrawIord-Jiear^SorsenJo. 
He married -Elizabeth,- dangfitef k>f 
General Berdan, U. S. A., during a 
visit to Turkey in 1884. 


Mr. Crawford was a hard worker. 


His efforts were confined principally 
to the writing of novels with Italian 
settings^ though he did some work in 
critical philosophy and philology and 
wrote one play, 
"Francesca Da 


Rimini," which Sarah Bernhardt pro- 
duced in Paris in 1902. 
, Among the numerous novels from 
the pen of Mr. Crawford are "Dr. 
Claudius," "An American Politician," 
"Zoroaster," 
"Marzio's 
Crucifix," 


"The Children of the King," "In the 
Palace of the King," "The Little City 
of Hope" and "Mr. Isaacs." Many of 
his works have been translated into 
foreign^ languages and as a mark of 
recognition of his ability the French 
government bestowed upon him the 
Monbrun prize and a gold medal. 


During his last illness Mr. Craw- 


ford's greatest regret was that he 
was compelled to suspend work on 
his book on medieval Italy, a labor 
to which he had devoted himself for 
several years.

the use of benzoate of soda in a lim- 
ited quantity. 


The Legislature was induced to 
pass a series of measures calculated 
to-_give greater safety to the con- 
sumer. 


In a political way, the House and 


Senate 
adopted 
the constitutional 
amendments as the result of which 
there will be only one election yearly. 
As this will extend the terms of many 
organization job holders and others 
to be elected, the bosses approved it. 
It now requires a vote by the people. 


Place For Quay Statue 


In the eleventh hour of the session, 
the bosses jammed through a resolu- 
tion to place the Quay statue in the 
$13,000,000 Capitol's rotunda. 


The bill to provide for one board 


of state examiners and requiring all 
practitioners of the healing art to be 
examined in a prescribed course of 
science, was defeated. 


Half a Million More For Salaries 
Except for the opposition offered 


by the country members, many of the 
salary-raisers applying to the State 
and to various counties were favored; 
many of them were passed and it is 
estimated that the total increase to 
be paid in salaries in consequence 
•will exceed $500,OuO a year. 


One of the measures defeated was 
that to grant the referendum. 
After 
this measure had been sent to com- 
mittee, nothing further was heard of 
it. 


Another measure which received 
scant consideration by the bosses was 
a bill to have the State pay a mini- 
mum salary of $50 a month to all 
school teachers. This never was per- 
mitted to get through the House. 
The only bill presented to carry 
out forgotten Republican pledges o£ 
1896, was never allowed to get out 
of committee. 
It was presented by 
Former Speaker McClain, and pro- 
vided for a return to the various 
counties of 95 per cent, of the State 
personal property tax and all of the 
additional liquor tax. 


Measures Killed 


Other bills that were killed in one 


way or another included: 
All bills 


backed by the State Railroad Com- 
mission for the control of corpora- 
tions; all political reform measures 
which would have weakened the hold 
now enjoyed by the bosses; measures 
backed by the State Banking and In- 
surance Departments; the bill to add 
two companies to the State police; 
that raising the Governor's salary 
from $10,000 to $15,000, and anoth- 
er raising the salaries of the Auditor 
General and the Secietai} of Internal 
Affairs from $4,000 to $8,000 apiece; 
a resolution to amend the constitu- 
tion to allow the State to have a $50,- 
000,000 bond issue to improve the 
State's roads; that to extend the 
lease of the South Penn Railroad 
Company, and a resolution to amend 
the constitution to grant woman's 
suffrage. 


As a consequence of the vote of 
members upon many oi these bills, 
especially those which required ag- 
gressive woi'v by the bosses to jam 
them througa both branches, it is ex- 
pected that the Legislature of 1911 
will contain manj new faces. In the 
experience of old members who have 
been here two or more terms, it has 
been a long time since the bosses 
were required to exercise their arbi- 
trary power in such a violent manner 
upon a boss-controlled Legislature

TER the Coster massacre Gen- 


eral Miles was left In com- 
mand on the Yellowstone and 


, erected huts, for bis troops and 


stores, which were brought from the 
Missouri river by wagon. He-built two 
poets, one on the Tongue river and one, 
on, the Yellowstone near where lit now 
the city of G-lendlve. As soon as these 
•were completed, instead of waiting for 
spring and summer, he immediately 
planned to keep up activity against the 
red foe. • 


The Indians greatly annoyed his sup- 


ply trains, and on one occasion the 
train had to return on account of the 
strength' of the Indians. This roused 
the general's Ire, and Instead of the 
demoralized teamsters he. equipped It 
with soldiers as such and fighting men 
'to accompany them. Sitting Bull him- 
self notified Colonel Otis that he must 
not travel that way, and Miles got aft- 
er old Bull and overtook .him at Cedar 
'creek. The wily chief sent a flag ol 
|trnce, as he wished to. pass the winter 
icomfortably and wanted permission 
tO-hunt and trade .on condition that he 
'did not attack the soldiers. But Miles 
jwould not temporize. He sent word 
that there was only, one peace, and that 
|Was by .submission. During this flag 
of, truce they tried to trap him in the 
iway In which -General Canby lost hia 
life in-the .Modoc 'conference in '78, but 
Miles "coppered',' the,game and told 
Sitting Bull-""I'll,take_no.advantage of 
-•yoji under a flag of truce. You have 
'fifteen minutes to get backjto -your, peo- 
ple and fifteen minutes more to accept 
my terms or I'll commence fighting. 
Either- you or I have got to be bosa 
of this part" of the country."

Although the country swarmed -with 


'Indians and no reply had come, Miles 
attacked them with such vigor that 
they left many of their dead on the 
'field, which they never liked to do, and 
'continued a hot pursuit for over forty 
miles, compelling them to abandon 
ifood, lodge poles, camp equipage and 
iponles. 
Eventually 400 lodges and 


2,000 Indians surrendered and were 
sent to their agencies. 


Sitting Bull and his hostile cronies 


left the main body and escaped north- 
ward, where they were joined by 'Gall 
and some other chiefs. This bitter ex- 
iperlence was an astonishment to -Slt- 
'ting Bull and the Sioux, so that It left 
that section free from their Immediate 
depredations. 
After a return to the 


Tongue river post and a short rest the 
determined commander IE ' de Tip an 
expedition to follow Sitting- Bull's 
trail northward, although it was oblit- 
erated by deep snow and the •winter 
had opened •with great severity, 'even 
for that region. The suffering-of the 
troops was Intense.' A month -after- 
ward Frank Baldwin and the troops 
under Miles overtook and hammered 
old Bull on two occasions and made 
it so warm for ndm In such a cold 
climate that he took refuge over the

Bull's Influence had always been 


ly seconded by Gall as a fighter, and 


b.ere I want to say that everybody in 
ifie "know" recognized Gall as one of 
•the bravest and gamest of fighting 
•men that history has produced, white 
[Or red. 
On one occasion, in a fight 


(with the troops, he was shot down and 
•ridden over by the cavalry, and it Is 
stated that an infantry soldier, in the 
excitement of the moment and to as- 
isure his death, drove his bayonet clean 
(through his body and left it there, ac- 
mially pinning him, to the ground. His 
•death Deemed assured. Afterward a 
[SaJnstorm came up, which revived 
ihjLm, and he eventually crawled off In 
[the darkness and lived to lead the flr- 
jtpg line in the Ouster and Wwin fights, 
[tears after I saw the «vldenc£ of the 
Wound in hjg,stoniach. 


This Montana winter, almost contln 


tally below-zero and at times so colt 
that the mercury froze solid,.tried.the 
soldiers severely. 


The whole, equipment and clothing of 


the soldiers had to be rearranged, aat 
furs and. buffalo robes, deer hides and 
beaver sklaa had to -be drawn upon 
from the trading posts on the Missour 
and from the agencies. 
For instance 


leather belts of all kinds were replaced 
by canvas ones. Further explanations 
would take too long to relate, so suf 
flee It to say that the winter campaign 
was effectively waged and a great bat 
tie was fought with Crazy Horse, who 
boldly attacked the command with a 
superior force. Crazy Horse was an 
Ogallala chief who led in the battle 
against Crook's command, was an 1m 
portant factor in the battle of the Lit 
tie Big Horn and was a demon in 
daring. 


He gave the command a most deter 


mined fight that nothing but the 
shrewdness of Miles won, as it - waged 
for,hours, the last part of,the struggle 
being in a blinding snowstorm. Sev 
eral chiefs were killed and a big 
"medicine man" whem, Indian super 
etitlon thought Invincible, dishearten 
Ing his followers. They fell back, bu 
"Bear Coat," as they bad nicknamed 
Miles, kept up the pursuit -persistently 
even with frost bitten troops-,; ant 
eventually John Bruguler, a half breed 
and very gallant scout'with-the com 
mand, who got in communication, ;a 
'the -risk of-his life with Crazy Horse 
, convinced, the wily chief that Miles 
meant "what he-said, "Surrender and go 
to .the agency or I will attack you ev 
<ry day-and keep you awake at night.' 
This "was finally consented- to^ anc 
Crazy-Horse was made to accept Miles 
terms by his chiefs. Nine remained as 
hostages, while he and 2,000 'of his 
warriors surrendered at the Bed Cloud 
and Spotted Tall agencies, and 50( 
Cheyennes under White Bull, Tw 
Moons and Hump surrendered at the 
Tongue river post. 


Crazy Horse fretted under the re- 


straint of Camp Robinson, and, infor 
mation showing that he was planning 
to leave the agency with some of the 
worst of the disaffected, It was though 
best to arrest him. T-his brought abou 
a fight, in which he was mortally 
wounded and died, smilingly defying 
the white man. 


The' Cheyennes who surrendered to 


Miles were treated by him In such 
brotherly manner that he eventually 
gained their affection and from among 
them enlisted a corps, like the olt 
Pawnees on the Platte, as scouts. 


Miles' winter campaign, In short 


was effective. The next May found 
Miles after .the Minneconjous, tinder 
Lame Deer, whom he followed with 
pack trains -and no incumbrances. He 
surprised them on the Muddy and n 
them completely surrounded, while a 
•dash by Lieutenant Casey toad ens' 
them off from tbeir ponies. He Tioped 
to have them surrender without fur 
ther bloodshed. White Bull, the Obey- 
«nne chief, -was the medium. Their 
response to this was a rifle Irrillei 
through the -arm and body of White 
Hull, but the -offer was again repeated, 
:and Lame "Deer and his -warrior. Iron 
•Star, accepted and approached, tout 
during the parley Lame Deer stepped 
back and deliberately fir'ed atthegener 
al, whose escape -was miraculous, as hi 
•orderly, who was directly behind him 
was killed by -tie shot. That settled 
the peace malting, and "pumping H 
Into them" began. Lame Deer and Iron 
Star being among the first to fall. The 
rest were killed, captured or scattered

man 1 dearly loved and trusted, who 
had stood beside me fit many a trying 
time, had ridden many a weary ride 
and scouted with me under great diffi- 
culties, met his fate—Jim White, "Buf- 
falo Chips." 


A package of winter clothes had ar- 


rived for me by the river route, and 
in parting I bad given him my best 
overcoat, a hat and other togs, and his 
death for awhile caused the Indians to 
report that Pe-Ha-DTas-Ka (that is my 
Indian namt) had fallen, and in sev- 
eral tribes Ijhere were held premature 
obituary rejoicings. While sorrowing 
for Jim, I was always proud that he 
made a good showing and that he 
brought honor to his western nick- 
name, which was given to him la a 
spirit of raillery by no less a person- 
age than General Phil Sheridan him- 
self. 
x- 


I will let General Charles King, who 


was present, tell the story, which he 
has done In his history, "Campaigning 
With Crook:" 


"This time it is not my purpose to 


write of 'Buffalo Bill,' but for him of 
another whom I've not yet named. 
The last time we met, Cody and I, he 
asked me to put In print a brief notice 
of a comrade who wos very dear to 
him, and It shall ba done now. 


"James White was his name, a man 


Vttle known east of the Missouri, but 
on the plains he was 'Buffalo Bill's' 
shadow. I had mot him for the first 
,tlme nt JfcPherson Station, in the 
Platte valley, in 1871 when he came to 
me with a liorse and the simple Intro- 
duction tnftt he was a frjend of Cody's, 


"On many a long day's march after 


that White rode by my side along the 


flanks of the, column, and I got to, 
know him well. 
A simpler minded, 


gentler frontiersman never lived. He 
was modesty, and courtesy combined, 
consp 
ous mainly because of two- or 


three unusual traits for his class—be 
never drank, I never heard him swear, 
and no man ever heard him lie. 


"For years he had been Cody's faith- 


ful follower, half servant, half 'pard- 
ner." 
He was ifcll's 'fldus Achates.' 


Bill was his adoration. They had been 
boys together, and the hero worship of 
extreme youth was simply intensified 
In the-man. He copied Bill's dress, his 
gait, his carriage, his speech—every- 
thing he could copy. 


"Poor, honest hearted 'Chips!' His 


story was a brief one after we had 
launched out from where Cody left us 
to carry some dispatches for Terry. 
'Chips' remained In nre capacity as 
scout, though he seemed sorely to miss 
his 'pardner.' 


"It was Just two weeks after that we 


•truck the Sioux at Slim Butte. As the 
head of our column jogged in among 
the lodges General Carr directed us to 
keep on down to face the bluffs to the 
south, and Mills pointed to a ravine 
opening out into the village, with the 
warning: 'Look out for that gully. 
There are Indians hidden in there, and 
they've knocked over some of my men.' 


"Everybody was too busy just then 


to pay much attention to two or three 


''CTiips'1 sprang conuulstveli/ iu the air. 


"wounded Indians in a hole. We Were 
sure of getting them when wanted. So, 
placing a couple of sentinels where 
they could warn stragglers away from 
its front, we formed line along the 
south and west of the captured village 
and got everything ready to resist the 
attack we knew they would sooa make 
in full force. 


"Half a dozen soldiers got permissioL 


to go over and Join In, while the rest 
of us were hungrily hunting about for 
something to eat. The next thing we 
heard was a volley from the ravine 
and saw the scouts and packers scat- 
tering foe cover. One soldier held hk 
ground—shot dead. Another moment 
and it became apparent that not one or 
two but a dozen Indians were crouch 
ing somewhere in that narrow gorge, 
and the move to get them out assumed 
proportions. 
Lieutenant Clark of Gen 


eral Crook's staff sprang into the en 
trance, carbine in hand, and a score oi 
cavalrymen followed, while the scouts 
and others •went cautiously along either 
bank, peering warily into the cave- 
like darkness at the head. A squad oi 
newspaper correspondents, led by that 
reckless Hibernian Flnerty of the Chi 
cago Times, came tearing over, pencil 
in hand, all eagerness for items, just 
as a second volley came from the con 
cealed foe, and three more of their as 
sallants dropped 
bleeding in 
their 


tracks. Now our people were fairlj 
aroused, and officers and men by doz 
ens hurried to the scene. The misty 
air rang with shots, and the chances 
looked bad for those redskins. Just al 
this moment as I was running ovei 
from the western side I caught sight 
of 'Chips' on the opposite crest. All 
alone he was cautiously making hi' 
way on hands and knees toward the 
head of the ravine, where he could 
look down upon the Indians beneath 
As yet he was protected from theii 
fire by the bank Itself, his lean forn 
distinctly outlined against the easten 
sky. He reached a stunted tree thai 
grew on the very edge of the gorge 
and there he halted, brought his rifU 
close under his shoulder In readlnes? 
to aim and then raised himself slowlj 
to his feet, lifted his head higher am 
higher as he peered over. Suddenly r 
quick, eager light shone In his face, : 
sharp movement of his rifle as thougl 
he "were about to raise it to the 
shoulder, when—bang—a puff of white 
smoke floated up from the head of the 
ravtae. 'Chips' sprang convulsively IB 
the air, clasping his hands to hia 
tjreast, and with one startled, agoniz 
in cry, 'Oh, my God, boys—goodby 
BUI!' plunged heavily forward on hi* 
face down the slope, shot through the 
heart. 


"Two minutes more what Indian' 


were left alive were prisoners and thai 
costly experience was at an end. 


"We buried poor 'Chips' In the dcei 


ravine with our other dead, and nc 
scout was more universally mourned 
than 'Bnffa'n Bill's' follower and de 
voted frieml^Tim White."
